Administration forces lined up Im 
the committee of the whole Tuesday 
morning to strike out the Park high- 
way diversion fund amendment by a 
vote of 107 to 60 and late in the afi- 
ernoon, when all sections of the bill 
had been considered, the general ap- 
propriations was passed by the house 
of representatives with only two votes 
being cast against it. 

Reconsideration of the diversion 
plan’ came just as soon as the house 
had disposed of routine and had gone 
into the committee of the whole. Rep- 
resentative McGehee, of Talbot, 
lodged the motion and the house voted 
105 to 57. The fight then opened with 
Representative Marion Allen, of 
Baldwin, leading the administration 
assault.

who have special training and skill in 
the special work. One method which I 
have “promoted” here as much as I 
believe it deserves is the diathermy ex- 
tirpation, otherwise called electro-coag- 
ulation of tonsils, This must not be 
confused with the old time “burning” 
of the tonsils by cautery—a piece of 
métal heated red hot either by flame 
or by electricity, and then thrust into 
the tonsil. That was frightfully crude 
and it never deserved serious consider- 
ation. The diathermy method involves 
no burning at all. Indeed, many pa- 
tients go through most or all of the 
half dozen sittings required without 
even ‘a local anesthetic. 

In the earlier days of diathermy ex- 
tirpation it was quite conventional for 
the doctor or throat specialist who 
was totally ignorant of the method 
to tell inquirers it was “dangerous,” 
or that it was useless against: infec- 
tion, or that it had been tried out 
many years ago and discarded (ob- 
viously this was confusion of the cau- 
tery with diathermy in the doctor's 
mind). °* : 

As it is now regularly employed by 
the better physicians and throat spe- 
cialists everywhere, diathermy is prov- 
ing extraordinarily effective in disin- 
fecting foci of infection in the ton- 
sils, in many instarices, without sub- 
jecting the patient to the serious risks 
of the old-time operation. It hap- 
pens not at all rarely that the sys- 
temic trouble begins to improve rap- 
idly after the first or second diather- 
my treatment—indicating that the 
physician happened to steriliz®or dis- 
infect the spetic focus at the first or 
second application.

UP}—It'’s a privilege to be a delin- 
quent taxpayer here in the opinion 
of some citizens. 

The city purchased $5,000 worth 
of its own bonds at half prices and 
offere€d them to delinquent taxpay- 
ers at that rate. Upon paying his 
present taxes of $60, one taxpayer 
was told he owed $450 back taxes. 
He bought £110 worth of bonds for 
$55 and squared both debts. As use
